Explanatory Note on the Development Plan of the Conrolled Area, Kaithal 


INTRODUCTION 


Kaithal said to havo derived its name from a Sanskrit word Kapisthala (meaning abode of monkeys), is 
located on 29 ° 42 9 " North latitude and 76 ° 23 49 East longitude. The town is well connected through 
metalled roads to other important towns viz., Karnal (60 Km .) , Jjnd (55 Km . ), Kurukshetra ( 48 Km . ), and 
Ambala (80 Km .) . It is also a railway station on tho Thanosar Narwana section of broad guage railway lino . 
Tho town is tho Sub -Divisional headquarters of the Kaithal Sub - Division of the newly carved Kurukshetra Dis 
trict . 
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The town guinod quito a good deal ofimportance in the State on account of its grain market, as the hintor 
Lad of the town iy fairly fertile and is known for production of paddy and cotton . The population of the town, 
-4 por cansus report of 1971, is 45,230 which is 30 per cent higher than the population of 1961. Since population 
conerally grows in geometric progression , it is envisaged that even with natural growth the town will grow to a 
population of 90,000 by 1991. Kouping in view the present trends in urbanisation , it is presumed that tho popula 
tion of the town would surpass thu figure of 90,000 provided some sconomic activity like industry is infused in the 
towa . In viow of the above , an adkoc figure of 1.20 lakhs has been adopted in the preparation of tha 
Development plen . 

Sinds the town is sprawling in an unplanned and haphazard manner, State Government in order to 
channelise the dovelopru nt in - planned manner notified a sizeable chunk of land around the Municipal Limits of 
Keith :1 1: a controlled fut , vid : notification No. 9858 - VDP-71/ 3652, dated 25th August, 1971. 


EXISTING LAND USES 


Main Kaithal town is situated on an elevate tract of land on the western bank of an extensiva artificial 
Bidkiya lake which gives the town a picturesque loation . The main town is in the form of a walled city having 8 
sites. There are several mounds and ponds on the west and north -west side of the city. On the other side land is 
tcncrally plain sloping towards wouth -west side of the city . There is a big drain known as Kaithal drain 
about 2 Km . from the city on the North which has more or less saved the town from flooding . 

Tho old mandi is zituated near the railway staion which has booomo grossly insufficient to meot the prosent 
day coquirernent of its catechment area . The Government through State Colonisation Department has planned 
a now mandi zdro:ss the railway line, the development of which is in progress . The new developments are taking 
pluco in the East and South of the existing town as quite a few factorios and residential areas have sprung up in 
the piast. In the North of the town runs Kaithal drain and in the south Amindrain to take care of the surface 
water during rainly season and to protect tho town from flooding. A lititlo above the Amin Drain , Sirsa branch 
rudi through the area . The land is fairly leve land gradually sloping towards the South -West. The area is dotted 
with villagos hore and there . 


PROPOSALS 


As explained above the population of tho town has been kept at 1.2 lakhs by 1991. The porspective of 
Nudovelopment his bcen kopt 20 years which is a forescable period in the preparation of a Development 


Plan , 


The major area for proposed development has been chosen in the north of the existing town as it is com 
pritively higher than the other arous and is free from any kind of water logging and flooding . The existing 
town covers an area of 2100 Cor within Municipal limits , out of which approximately 850 acres is built up . 
Out of the romaing area about 620 acres is undor agriculuro use and the rest about 630 acros is under mounds 
Anů ponds which is unfit for development. 

The road system has beun provided in such a mnner that the outor ring road sorvos as byepass for the 
existing town . The existing byop:1 with minor changes in the alignment is turned into tho central road of the town 
V -2 toad ) on which contral facilities such as city centre , institutional zono, otc . have been provided , 

The Developmuct Plian has buon prepared in a manner so that composite and intograted developement of 
tha old town and proposed urbanisation is possible . With a suitable road systom 12 new sectors have bcon pro 
posed . The industrial area , of the order of 150 acres, has been provided on the eastern side Kewping in view tho 
wind diruction and availability of the railway facilities . Wholesale omarketing and warehousing zone has been 
located along the Jind road boxuse of nearness to the Railway station and in consistant with the oxiting land uso 
of the are .

Description of the Major Urban Uses 

RESIDENTIAL ZONE 
A total area of 1,816 acres have beon proposed for residential use inclusive of allied facilities like 
schools, shopping centros , community facilities and internal sector roads. Whole of the residential area has been 
sub - divided into 12 residential sectors . Residential densities of 60 and 100 pesons per acre have been proposed 
for differont sectors. It has been assumed that in due course of time the existing congested arca of the main town 
will be decongested and attain uniform density. Sectors surrounding civic -cum -commercial zone have been given 
high density to bring down local transport problems. 


Industrial 


An industrial area of about 150 acres have been provided along the byepass on its east and Karnal road 
on its south . The location of industrial zone have been decided keeping in view the wind direction at Kaithal. 


Existing industries cover an area of about 36 acres . These industries have been accommodated as non 
conforming uso . 


COMMERCIAL CUM -CIVIC ZONE 


Present old mandi is being shifted across the rallway line . There is highly congested commercialarca 
on the north of the mandi. It is proposed that this arca could be developed as a district centre type of organised 
shopping area . 

Main Commercialcum - Civic Zorc of about 150 acros have been proposed on the south of existing byćpass 
kocping In view its linkages and proximity with the existing town . 


WHOLESALE MARKETING AND WAREHOUSING ZONE 


The arca on either side of the Jind Road has been proposed for this zonc to accommodate the new mandi 
and theother governmentstorage godowns. With the take over of food - grains trade by th : Government, there will 
be a great nced of storage spaces. This arta being close to the railway station would serve this purpose . 

INSTITUTIONAL ZONE 


About 68 acres of land has been proposed to take care of future institutional demands. The existing In , 
stitutions cover about 70 acres of land . 

MAJOR OPEN SPACES (TOWN PARK , TANKS AND MOUNDS) 


There arc several tanksand mounds around existing abadi and within proposed urbanisation . Approxi 
mately 276 acres of land is covered by these tanks and mounds . About 100 acres of land has buen carmarked for 
town park and the location of the town park hasbven so adjusted that it will amalgamate with the existing beautiful 
municipal park and provide a central lung- space to the whole town . 
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ROAD SYSTEM 


The road system has been kept as to compromise bulween the grld Iron and spider web system . This has 
been done after taking into account the existing features 1.c. existing roads and the physic : 1 features of Kaithal 
drain .
